Big firms call for swift EU talks

TWO of Bedfordshire’s biggest 
employers have said contingency 
planning is underway following 
the UK’s Brexit vote. 

easyjet, based in Luton, has 
said it expects no major changes 
in the short-term but long-term 
planning is in progress. 

Vauxhall, also based in Luton, 
has said it is vital that negotia¬ 
tions are concluded swiftly. 

Both companies were firm sup¬ 
porters of a remain vote ahead of 
the referendum. 

An easyjet spokeswoman said: 
“We have contingency planning 
underway as you would expect 
but do not plan to provide details 


of this at this stage.” But she con¬ 
firmed the airline has no plans to 
move from its Luton base. 

A spokesman for the car giant, 
which exports Vivaro vans all over 
the world, said: “It is important for 
Vauxhall that negotiations 
on the UKs future rela¬ 
tionship with the EU 
are concluded in e 
timely manner. 

“It is also important I 
that business contin- ' 
ues to benefit from the 
free movement of 
goods and people dur¬ 
ing this period.” 

After results were

He also quelled fears 
' about the economic 
doom some fear lays 
ahead. 

“We must now begin 
the process of creating a 
new positive relationship with 
the EU as a friendly neighbour 
and not a constituent member,” 
he said.

British people which asks us to set 
a new course for our country.” 

But some small business owners 
remain fearful of the impact the 
vote could have. 

Sophie O’Rourke runs EMC 
Design, in Stevington. She said: “I 
felt ashamed, embarrassed and 
powerless by my country’s 
decision. 

“The markets have already 
shown huge volatility. 

“We’ve rocked the remaining EU 
countries’ stability and recovery 
too and we’re potentially going to 
lose Scotland and change the deli¬ 
cate balance of power in Northern 
Ireland. 

“We’ve essentially stuck two fin¬ 
gers up to the rest of Europe. 
“None of this is good for 
business.”

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Police presence is 
‘key’ to crime plan

BEDFORDSHIRE'S police 
and crime commissioner has 
announced her priorities for 
the force - with increasing 
police presence coming out 
on top. 

Kathryn Holloway, who was 
elected in May, set out her 
vision for the direction 
Bedfordshire Police will take 
over the next four years in the 
Police and Crime plan 
unveiled this week. 

The Conservative commis¬ 
sioner aims to instil ‘greater 
confidence’ in the force. 

But she admits there are 
challenges to overcome. 

In the document, Ms 
Holloway addresses a num¬ 
ber of incidents that have 
seen Bedfordshire Police 
criticised over the last few 
months. 

They include: the sacking of 
two officers found guilty of 
gross misconduct for laugh¬ 
ing at autism-sufferer Faruk 
Ali as they chased him; the 
death of Istiak Yusuf in his 
police cell; and the death of 
Karl Brunner as he was held 
down by police officers in 
Bedford. 

She also touched on the 


mass brawl after the end of 
Luton Carnival ‘despite the 
presence of 100 officers to 
police the event’. 

Ms Holloway makes it clear 
that better communication 
of such ‘events’ is needed, but 
that reestablishing a police 
presence in our communities 
is the priority. 

She has pledged to open 
seven new police hubs where 
police stations have closed, 
including the reopening of 
Leighton Buzzard’s station. 


On immigration, Ms 
Holloway says terror attacks 
in Belgium and Paris suggest 
‘others may be hiding among 
the desperate to infiltrate 
our countries’ and we must 
establish their identities to 
prove ‘they mean us no 
harm’. 

“This is not hard-hearted, it 
is common-sense,” she says. 
“We must not create a ghetto 
but integrate.”

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A month in the job 

LAST month Bedfordshire 
elected Conservative candidate 
Kathryn Holloway to be Police 
and Crime Commissioner for 
the next four years. 

In this week’s entry, she 
speaks of her plans in the role 
and what steps have been 
taken so far to achieve them. 



As a former journalist, I 
was always frustrated 
when politicians suffered 
from amnesia over promis¬ 
es immediately after they 
were elected. 

That is why it is important 
to me to show those who 
voted for me as 
Bedfordshire’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner, as 
well as those who did not, 
that I have kept my word 
from Day One in the job. 

I said during the 
Campaign that, at a time 
when the Force’s frontline 
is stretched, I would make 
savings in my own office. 

That is why I have not 
appointed a Deputy on a 
salary of over £30,000 for 
a three-day week, as previ¬ 
ously. 

I have given notice to the 
Press Agency who handled 
media inquiries, which is 
no comment on their per¬ 
formance, but as I am able 
to write my own. 

Finally, a Sergeant 
worked in the Office of the 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner, who was 
paid by Bedfordshire Police 
from its funds, as a Staff 
Officer. 

I could not justify retain¬ 
ing this role either, espe¬ 
cially when funded in this 
way. 

This amounts to over 
£100,000 of public money 
which will not now be 
spent in this manner. 

I pledged to back seven 
Community Policing Hubs 


around the county, headed 
up by a Sergeant with both 
Police Constables and 
Special Constables with full 
police powers of arrest, 
plus Police Community 
Support Officers. 

The Deputy Chief 
Constable Mark Collins and 
I are finalising placements 
for these and we will deliv¬ 
er genuinely more visible 
policing. 

For example, we intend to 
place the Bedford Hub right 
in the town centre at the 
point of peak demand from 
the Night Time Economy 
and where it can be seen 
by shoppers and those 
working in the town by day. 

I have had very productive 
discussions with the 
Bedfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, and the 
Fire Brigades’ Union, to 
move forward plans to 
share fire stations in areas 
where police stations have 
disappeared and next 
month will update you. 

Finally I launched Project 
Boost the Frontline to do 
just what it “says on the 
tin” - looking at those 
officers we employ in desk 
jobs and whether any can 
be released to frontline 
duty, the support needed 
by those on restricted 
duties or long-term sick¬ 
ness to get back to the job 
they love and what practi¬ 
cal steps I can take to 
boost the morale of our 
officers, looking after them 
so they can look after you.

Demolition approval 
sparks heritage fears

A CAMPAIGNER has raised 
concerns about her town’s 
heritage, as demolition work 
begins at a historic pub. 

Andrea Tompkins, who has 
led the campaign to save the 
Norman King pub which was 
devastated by a fire in 2011, 
has been unsuccessful in her 
cause despite gaining 5,000 
signatures on a petition. 

She said: “The decision has 
been made by the council 
and legally we can’t change 
anything - that’s the situa¬ 
tion we’re in. 

“We’ve had a huge response 
to try and preserve it, not 
because it is a pub but 
because of its historical 
significance to the town. 

“Aside from Priory Church 
it’s the last link to the King’s 
involvement in the town and 
to lose it is a tragedy for the 
town. It should have been a 
museum piece, as it’s a 
unique building and its story 
and history is unique and 
important to Dunstable. 

“There’s very little left as 
people seem intent on totally 
modernising the town.” 

She is concerned that with 
the Norman King gone, 



Dunstable is losing what 
character it has left. 

A spokesman for Central 
Bedfordshire Council 
said: “The Norman 
King Public House 
was seriously 
damaged by a , 
catastrophic fire 
in 2011; this led | 
to it being de-list- 
ed by English 
Heritage.

Bedfordshire Council 
granted planning consent for 
the re-development of the 
site, which includes the 
retention of the front wall -

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Leader hits back 
over ISIS classes

ANTI-ISIS classes have come 
under fire from a communi¬ 
ty leader concerned about 
the effect they could have on 
young people. 

As reported by LoS last 
week, Al-Hira Educational 
and Cultural Centre has been 
teaching Muslim pupils aged 
11 to 16 lectures how ISIS is 
targeting young people on 
social media. 

More than 600 students 
pass through the doors of the 
Beechwood Road facility 
each week, with lessons 
teaching children to recog¬ 
nise violent propaganda 
online, and use the Quran to 
determine whether the 
message is false. 

But Akbar Dad Khan, from 
Luton community group 
Building Bridges, feels they 
could have a negative effect 
by exposing young people to 
ISIS. 

He said: “It’s very unfair to 
open up a whole new can of 
worms, which could have a 
long lasting effect on the kids 
they are teaching.” 

Mr Khan says he has spoken 
to others who share a similar 


concern about the classes. 
He added: “I think the group 
need to go back to the draw¬ 
ing board and rethink.” 

Dawood Masood, senior 
manager of Al-Hira, said: “In 
terms of the classes we offer, 
it’s about retelling what an 
Islamic state should be and 
not what ISIS say it is. 

“Islam looks after the social, 
political aspects of life as a 
principle of the religion and 
we want to show that ISIS is 
not what an Islamic state 


would look like, especially to 
impressionable young 
people. Whenever you open a 
web browser and go on BBC 
or CNN you will see some¬ 
thing about an Islamic state. 

“We want to show young 
people what an Islamic state 
really is. Islam is about 
providing relief, treating 
people equally, whatever and 
whoever they are, whether 
they are Muslim or non- 
Muslim and not what is being 
presented by ISIS.”

House rocked by 
cannabis oil blast

A YOUNG man suffered 
nasty facial burns after a 
bungled operation to make 
cannabis oil ended with the 
house blowing up. 

Police and firefighters 
found the front room win¬ 
dow blown out and a rear 
patio door lying in the gar¬ 
den at the house in Chesford 
Road, Luton, after the explo¬ 
sion at 1.30am on April 10 
last year. 

The cause was soon found 


- butane gas used to make 
the oil. 

Two other young men 
involved in the operation, 
Mark James, of Ferney Road, 
East Barnet, and Adriano 
Borges, of Astoria House, 
Colindale, North London, 
both 25, pleaded guilty to 
producing a Class B drug at 
Luton Crown Court on 
Monday. 

The court was told James 
had rented the property and 
Borges had been promised 
cannabis as a reward for help 
with the operation. 


Passing sentence Judge Kay 
said although there was 
nothing to say who was 
behind the operation, James 
had played a ‘significant role’ 
by renting the house. 

He sentenced James to 20 
weeks imprisonment 
suspended for 18 months and 
ordered him to carry out 150 
hours of unpaid work. 

James will also be subject to 
a three-month electronically 
monitored home curfew. 

Borges was given a 12 
month community order and 
100 hours of unpaid work.

THE number of child cruelty 
and neglect cases recorded 
by police in Bedfordshire has 
more than tripled in the last 
two years. 

Parents or carers in the 
county were reported in 
connection with 27 offences 
in 2014-15, compared to just 
seven in 2013-14. 

The dramatic rise was 
revealed by the NSPCC’s 
annual child protection 


review - How Safe Are Our 
Children - released on 
Tuesday. 

The charity was called by 
adults fearing for the safety of 
children who were starving 
and dirty, and others who 
were living in rat-infested 
homes. 

Others reported parents 
who were drunk or left their 
children to fend for 
themselves. 

Colin Peak, NSPCC head of 
service for East of England, 
said: “These levels of neglect 
simply do not belong to the 


21st century. Many of these 
lonely, frightened, children 
have to resort to desperate 
measures to survive after 
being left to fend for them¬ 
selves and it shames our 
nation that these numbers 
are so high. 

“It’s an unacceptable 
situation which must be 
remedied.” 

The charity has launched 
the It’s Time campaign to see 
victims of child abuse given 
appropriate therapy to help 
them overcome their 
traumatic experiences.

ackling the HIV

TREATMENT for HIV/AIDS 
has come a long way over the 
last 30 years. 

But the fight is far from over 
when it comes to the stigma 
attached to the disease, 
according to one Luton 
charity, 

Since it was formed in 1988, 
Embrace Life, now a part of 
Luton Community Housing, 
has been supporting people 
in the area who have been 
diagnosed with HIV. 

Jane Foster headed the 
organisation for many years 
and, while she has recently 
taken a back seat, she 
remains heavily involved 
with the charity. 

Mrs Foster said: “When 
people are diagnosed with 
HIV people can be very 
reclusive and afraid to tell 
people, even their friends 
and family as it can still be 
looked at with a stigma. 

“Our job is to help people 
through this and support 
them, as any problem people 
have can have an adverse 
affect on their illness, 
causing their cells which 
fight the virus to decrease in 
number.” 

On average, there is a six 
month case work process in 
which the group support 
people, but their doors are 
always welcome to people 



after that. Mrs Foster added: 
“People are frightened when 
they first start out but then 
the turnaround is amazing. 

“By the end of it, 90 per cent 
of people who visit are living 
a totally normal life. 

“Treatment for HIV has 
changed so much recently, 
you only need three pills a 
day these days and you can 
live an almost normal life if 
you stick to your medication. 

“We do a lot of intensive 
casework but people can 
always come back if they 
have a specific problem. The 
door is always open.” 


Aside from these services, 
the group also organises a 
number of social events, in 
order to keep recently diag¬ 
nosed people socialising in 
an atmosphere they feel 
comfortable with. 

One service user said: 
“Embrace Life has supported 
me and my family immense¬ 
ly with getting help concern¬ 
ing our accommodation 
problems. 

“I am also receiving care to 
fight my depression. I have 
now learnt that despite being 
HIV positive, there is every 
reason to Embrace Life.”

] et-setter James Bond isn’t 
often on home turf in Ian 
Fleming’s novels, so 
readers looking for 
London settings have to 
ke do with glimpses of St 
James’s (his club), Regent’s 
Park (his ‘office’) and King’s 
Road (his apartment). 

The exception is Moonraker, 
the third Bond novel, set 
entirely in England. While 
chasing Hugo Drax, a 
megalomaniac would-be 
dictator, arms manufacturer 
and card cheat, Bond gambles 
and drinks in St James’s, meets 
assistant commissioner 
Vallance at Scotland Yard and 
prangs his vintage Bentley on 
the South Circular ring road. 

The Moonraker villain lived 
in Belgravia’s Ebury Street 
where there’s a scene in the 
book - it’s also where you’ll find 
a blue plaque to the author who 
lived at 22b between 1936 and 
1945, while working for Naval 
Intelligence during the war. 

The former journalist used 
his wartime service for the 
background and detail of Bond’s 
world, although he didn’t 
publish the first book in the 
series - Casino Royale - until 
1952. 

Having bought the flat from 
fascist leader Oswald Mosley, 

Fleming led an elegant life of 
dinner parties with friends Noel 


Coward and Cyril Connolly, had 
love affairs and amassed a large 
collection of first editions and 
surrealist art. 

His former home was built in 
1830 as a Baptist church but was 
later divided into flats, where a 
one-bedroom furnished 
apartment is up for rent. On the 
first floor, it’s got high ceilings 
and wood floors in the reception 
room and open-plan kitchen, 
and will cost you £595 per week.

OSCAR Wilde played the family 
man by reading his sons fairy 
stories he’d penned himself, but 
after Lord Alfred ‘Bosie’ Douglas 
came to tea, the pair were soon 
spending their evenings 
elsewhere. 

While his masterpiece, The 
Importance Of Being Earnest, 
was still on stage in London, 
Wilde had Bosie’s father, the 
Marquess of Queensberry 
prosecuted for libel. However, 
the trial unearthed evidence that 
caused Wilde to drop charges 
and led to his own arrest and 
trial for gross indecency with 
men. He was sentenced to two 
years’ hard labour. 

Wilde became the most 
infamous man in Britain. 
Queensberry bankrupted him, 
his copyrights and library were 
sold, and on release from prison 
he was forced to live abroad and 
died destitute in Paris, aged 46. 

The Irish playwright, novelist, 
essayist and poet known for his 
biting wit, flamboyant dress and 
glittering conversation, moved to 


Oxford and then Chelsea, 
London’s bohemian quarter in 
the late 19th century. It was 
popular with painters and poets, 
and Wilde’s famous neighbours 
along the road included artists 
John Singer Sargent and James 
McNeill Whistler. 

Wilde lived in Tite Street with 
new wife Constance in 1884, 
wrote many of his best-known 
works here, but left after his fall 


from grace in 1895. There’s a 
blue plaque outside to prove it.

WRITER George Eliot’s famous 
quotation: “It’s never too late to 
be what you might have been” - 
crops up frequently on Twitter 
and motivational speaking 
websites. 

Her weighty novels were quite 
a lot longer than 140 characters 
but she shared some similarities 
with today’s life coaches; Eliot 
wanted her words to instruct and 
enlighten, and mused over the 
moral impact she was having on 
readers. 

Eliot - whose real name was 
Mary Ann Evans - used a male 
pen name so that she’d be taken 
seriously. She didn’t want her 
books labelled light-hearted 
romances, and also wanted to 
shield her private life from 
public scrutiny. 

Although seemingly a proper 
Victorian lady, Eliot lived with 
the married George Henry Lewes 
for more than 20 years. After a 
holiday together in Germany, the 
novelist found herself labelled a 
fallen woman and wasn’t 
welcome in any respectable 
home, while several of her 


female friends were forbidden by 
their fathers from calling on her. 

The author of Middlemarch 
and The Mill On The Floss lived 
in this house in Southfields, 
south London. Her former Grade 
II listed Victorian home, with a 
blue plaque outside, is now up 
for rent at £1,373 per week. 

Originally named Holly Lodge,

Take a look inside...

SEAT may have been late to the 
SUV party but it looks likely to 
become one of the most popular 
guests. 

Its new Ateca has all the 
credentials to challenge front 
runners such as Nissan Qashqai, 
Renault Kadjar and its own 
cousin, the VW Tiguan, in UK’s 
fastest growing sector. 

With a sporty image and priced 
to undercut the VW, the £ 17,990 
to £29,990 SEAT range looks 
great in the flesh with sharp, 
racy styling and clean lines that 
should make it stand out. 

A subtle family grille dominates 
the nose but it’s nowhere near 
as aggressively-styled as say the 
Hyundai Tucson. 

First models go out to custom¬ 
ers in September although order 
books opened on June I. Three 
diesel models and two petrol 
versions will be available. 

The dash layout is clean and 
appears well laid out with 
switches and dials in easy reach. 
There’s plenty of tactile, soft 
touch plastic but trim quality is a 
tad down on either Audi or VW, 
more on a par with Renault and 
Nissan. 

Three trim levels are available 
but even the entry S versions 
have air conditioning and seven 


airbags as standard. The top 
model - the Xcellence - comes 
with leather upholstery, and LED 
headlights. 

Climb aboard the Ateca and 
you first notice its roominess. 
There’s loads of shoulder space, 
more in fact than in the Audi Q3. 
Rear seat passengers have ample 
headroom for six-footers and 
loads of legroom. The boot, too, 
is bigger than most rivals. 

Get behind the wheel, and the 
Ateca has that familiar SEAT feel 
with eager and accessible perfor¬ 
mance and a minimum of fuss. 

I first drove the 1.4TSI 
(£20,960 in SE form) which 
pushes out 148bhp and acceler¬ 
ates to 62mph in a nifty 8.5 
seconds and then on to a maxi¬ 
mum of I25mph. With light con¬ 
trols and a slick six speed manual 
gearbox it’s easy and undemand¬ 
ing on twisty country roads or 
cruising down a motorway. The 
steering is a shade numb but 
that’s not unusual with SUVs. 

The TSI should prove cheap to 
run with C02emissions of just 
125g/km and an official com¬ 
bined consumption of 52.3 mpg. 

It’s hard to under-estimate the 
importance to SEAT of the new 
model - it will offer loyal 
buyers of the marque a chance 
of remaining within the fold as 
their families and grow.

The new 
models will be coming on stream in the summer and see the introduction 
of GranLusso and GranSport trims across the range which is now priced 
from £70,510 for the 3.0-litre Quattroporte V6 diesel to £115,980 for the 
3.8-litre V8. Three-litre V6 petrol models cost from £82,750 - an increase 
of some £1,100. All of the new models now have matt black side skirts 
and redesigned door mirrors while inside the cabin has been updated 
with an 8.4-inch high definition touchscreen and a restyled centre console 
which incorporates a new phone storage area. Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto smartphone mirroring functions are now included as part of the 
car’s connectivity systems while adaptive cruise control, lane departure 


warnings and automatic emergency braking systems are among new 
options. So is a surround view camera. The new trims will be available 
on the V6 models priced from £78,910 for the diesel and £91,150 for the 
petrol Quattroporte and will be standard on the V8. GranLusso models 
have subtle spoilers front and rear with chrome detailing in the nose 
and sit on 20-inch alloys while inside they feature luxury appointments 
including silk fabric trim. The GranSport finish is designed to give the 
Quattroporte a more aggressive stance and it comes with 21-inch wheels, 
gloss black bumpers and red brake calipers. The interior features sports 
seats, stainless steel pedals and aluminium paddle shifters as well as piano 
black trim. There’s also the option of a carbon pack for the body with 
coverings on the door mirrors, centre pillars, door handles and bumpers. 
While the engines and 0 to 60 acceleration times remain unchanged, the 
slippier body styling moves the top speed of the diesel up to 157mph, the 
V6 petrol to 179 and the V8 to a maximum of 194mph. 



JLR heads down to Rio

JAGUAR Land Rover has opened its first wholly-owned 
factory outside of the UK with a new £240 million production 
plant in Brazil to build the Range Rover Evoque and Land 
Rover Discovery Sport. The factory, which includes an 
education and business centre, is in Rio de Janeiro and 
will produce models for the Brazilian market where Land 
Rover already has a 33 per cent stake of the premium 
SUV market. Wolfgang Stadler, JLR’s executive director 
for manufacturing, said: “The opening of Jaguar Land 
Rover’s new world-class facility in Brazil marks the latest 
exciting milestone in our global expansion.” “Land Rover 
is already Brazil’s market-leader for mid-sized premium 
SUVs, accounting for more than 30% of all sales in that 
segment. The Range Rover Evoque and the Land Rover 
Discovery Sport will now be manufactured for the first 
time in Latin America, building on their existing popularity 
with customers in Brazil.” The plant includes Jaguar Land 
Rover’s first overseas Education Business Partnership 
Centre which will provide a range of classroom activities 
for up to 12,000 local children each year to will help them 
to develop key skills, work awareness and inspire them 
to pursue rewarding careers at Jaguar Land Rover. The 
factory, in Itatiaia, is the company’s first wholly-owned 
overseas facility and marks a further phase in its global 
expansion strategy following the opening of its Chinese joint 
venture factory in 2014. Since 2010 JLR has invested more 
than £11 billion in new projects - including the opening 



of a new engine plant in Wolverhampton in the West 
Midlands - and now employs more than 38,000 people in 
the UK. The company, which is now the largest automotive 
manufacturer in Britain with factories at Solihull, Castle 
Bromwich in Birmingham and at Halewood on Merseyside, 
has seen sales double since 2009 and last year sold a record 
487,065 vehicles worldwide. 


ABARTH TURNS UP HEAT WITH NEW 595

ITALIAN hot hatch specialist Abarth is putting even more sting 
in the tail of its latest model with a new 595 that’s quicker and 
more affordable than before. The new Abarth 595 is priced from 
£15,090 with the line up topping out at £22,290 for a convertible 
in high performance Competizione trim. Three specifications are 
available, all powered by a 1.4-litre TJet turbo engine with various 
amounts of boost taking power from 145 horsepower to 165 in the 
mid-range Turismo models and up to 180hp for the Competizione. 
Open top versions are available in all three grades and carry a 
£2,000 premium. The new Abarths have larger front air intakes 
for greater engine cooling, redesigned rear diffusers and sit on 


17-inch lightweight alloy wheels which are designed to provide extra 
ventilation for the braking system. Inside, the cockpit of the 595 has 
also been updated with a flat-bottomed sports steering wheel which 
on the Competizione is carbon fibre and covered in Alcantara. Sports 
seats and colour-coded facias are also included and the new models 
have revised instrumentation as well as a Beats audio system and 
a touchscreen which is hooked up to the Uconnect Live information 
service. An upgraded version of the Uconnect set up is also available 
and includes Abarth Telemetry for gauging driving performance as well 
as preloaded points of interest for fans of the famous Scorpion badge 
marque. The Competizione, priced from £20,290, is a true enthusiast’s 
model and comes with a Record Monza exhaust system and can also be 
fitted with a mechanical limited slip differential to enhance handling. 
Other specialist features include Koni shock absorbers and Brembo 
brakes to accommodate the 595 Competizione’s 0 to 60 acceleration 
time of 6.7 seconds and 140mph maximum. A Sport mode has also 
been fitted across the line up which changes throttle response and 
steering feel as well as switching the instrument read outs to a ‘racing’ 
configuration. Despite the hot hatch credentials Abarth claims an 
official fuel return of 47mpg with emissions of 139g/km for all versions 
of the 595. 

Fifteen body colours are now available including a vibrant Modena 
Yellow which Abarth had previously reserved for its flagship 695 
Biposto Record - a model dubbed the world’s smallest supercar. 
Personal touches can be added with a choice of three custom packs with 
Abarth side stickers, mirror caps and front and rear bumper inserts in 
white, black or red.

SKODA’S new SUV the Kodiaq is due to hit UK 
streets later this year and the Czech brand has 
released sketches that highlight exactly how 
appealing the newcomer will prove. 

Design chief Jozef Kaban is the man behind the 
stylish looks, set off with a highly recessed 
shoulder line, sculptured rear section and 
long wheelbase. 

Flat, raked headlights are positioned on both 
sides of a wide grille, their appearance paying 
homage to traditional Czech crystal glass art. 


Skoda says the Kodiaq, named after the 3,500

two extra seats in the third row as an 
optional extra. 

Otherwise the SUV will have the largest boot in 
its area of the new car market. 

Kaban said: “The Skoda Kodiaq is a pioneer for 
our brand in two respects.

RACE-BRED MINI UP FOR THE CHALLENGE

A NEW race-bred MINI is about to hit UK streets as a strictly limited edition 
model. Called the MINI John Cooper Works Challenge, it is based on the fiery 
MINI JCW Hatch variant but adds some upgrades to make it more track 
focused. The Challenge bit refers to the racing series that has been running 
since 2002. And with that in mind the MINI development team in Oxford has 
worked with the racing car’s key suppliers to ensure the newcomer delivers 
bespoke track performance to levels never before seen in the small hot hatch 
class’. Limited to a maximum of 100 cars, the model features a unique colour 
combination and graphics, genuine MINI JCW Pro Accessories, and is 
available in one fixed specification only with a tab of £32,000. The new special 
edition uses the latest MINI John Cooper Works Hatch as its basis - itself the 
most potent MINI ever produced - and is powered by a 2.0-litre twin turbo 
engine developing 231bhp. It uses a six-speed manual transmission, can scorch 
from 0-62mph in 6.3-seconds, has a top speed of 153mph, yet can return 
42.2mpg with C02 emissions of 155g/km. Bespoke styling includes enlarged air 
intakes at the front for increased cooling, contoured wheel arch extensions and 
a rear spoiler, while the cabin features John Cooper Works sports seats and sports steering wheel. Satisfied with the car’s degree of power, the engineering 
team concentrated more on the Challenge model’s chassis, tyres and braking. So the car is supplied with recommended settings for hoth road and track 
driving, the damper units offering adjustment through numerous clicks’, though owners can choose to experiment with their own settings to tune the car 
to their own tastes. And it comes shod with 17-inch Michelin Pilot Sport Cup 2 tyres, original equipment for a host of high-performance cars, plus grooved 
and part-drilled 330mm front disc brakes with four-pot Brembo-developed calipers. The new John Cooper Works Challenge also uses the MINI JCW Pro 
Accessories like splitters and spoiler add-ons already available for John Cooper Works Hatch. Every Challenge model is painted in White Silver, can be

England’s rapid 
rise from the 
depths goes on 


THE England rugby team 
have made history before on 
Australian soil (do I really 
need to tell you when?), but 
never had they won a series 
against the Wallabies before 
last week. 

Eddie Jones’ men produced 
one of the greatest defensive 
performances in memory 
during the 23-7 victory in 
Melbourne that followed up 
their thrill-a-minute 39-28 
win in Brisbane. 

It meant there was no way 
back for Australia ahead of 
yesterday’s Third test in 
Sydney and it also represent¬ 
ed eight straight wins since 
Jones took charge after their 
disastrous Rugby World Cup 
campaign last autumn. 

It must have been a cathar¬ 



tic experience for several 
members of their squad, who 
were part of the team dumped 
unceremoniously out of that 
competition by the Wallabies 
at Twickenham. 

Not least for former captain 
Chris Robshaw, who took 
some fearful flak in the after- 
math, as he tackled himself to 
a standstill on what was his 
50th cap and one of his best 


displays in an England shirt. 

He was one of many heroes, 
with James Haskell once 
again immense, George Ford 
and Owen Farrell hugely 
intelligent at 10 and 12 and 
Dylan Hartley giving further 
evidence that he is an 
inspired choice as captain. 

That this triumph has come 
after such a dramatic turna¬ 
round is in contrast to 
England’s finest hour in 2003, 
as they had been building up 
to that for the last few years. 

For a long time, they had 
shown themselves capable of 
beating the very best rugby 
had to offer, but that simply 
wasn’t the case with the Red 
Rose less than a year ago. 

That amazing victory over 
New Zealand under Stuart 



Lancaster in 2012 proved to 
be just a flash in the pan, as 
they repeatedly fell short 
when it really mattered for 
the rest of his tenure. 

We all knew changes needed 
to be made after the World 
Cup, but Jones also recog¬ 
nised which players from the 
old regime needed to be 
retained - 13 of the starting 
line-up last week were part of 
the squad last year. 


The introduction of Maro 
Itoje has given the pack a 
dynamism they arguably 
haven’t had since 2003, while 
younger players such as 
Anthony Watson, George 
Kruis and Billy Vunipola have 
taken more prominent roles. 

Other players who played a 
part in England’s back-to- 
back triumphs in the Junior 
World Championships of 2013 
and 2014 are now filtering in, 


with Jack Clifford, Paul Hill 
and Henry Slade looking set 
to blossom. 

With this year’s crop of U20s 
reaching the final again this 
year, it looks as if the stream 
of talent coming through is to 
remain a steady one. 

Given England’s rapid rise in 
the last five months, it makes 
you wonder how far they can 
go. Under Jones, it’s starting 
to look like the sky’s the limit. 



Gumbs takes a bite out of Beds

A CENTURY by Shelvin Gumbs was to 
frustrate Bedfordshire on the final day of 
their rain-affected Minor Counties 
Championship match against 
Buckinghamshire at Luton Town & Indians 
Cricket Club. 

In what was Beds’ first home fixture in 
three-day cricket this season, both teams 
tried to force a result after persistent rain 
ensured no play was possible on day two. 

Set 242 to win, Bucks were reduced to 18-3 
and victory looked to be in sight, but Gumbs 
went a long way to thwarting the hosts with 
a brilliant 100 off 138 balls. 

Despite a late rally from their bowlers, 
Bedfordshire were forced to settle for the 
draw as time ran out, meaning they were 
unable to fully bounce back after their exit 
from the Unicorns Knockout Trophy the 
previous week. 

Bedfordshire were put in to bat after losing 
the toss last Sunday morning, but their 
openers Ben Howgego and Luke Thomas 
were to make the visitors regret that deci¬ 
sion with a superb stand of 134. 

It was broken when Thomas edged Michael 
Payne to Bucks wicketkeeper George Russell 
when he was on 44, but Howgego, who has 
struggled for runs at times this season, was 
to go on to make 87. 

He perished when he was caught behind 
off Jonathan Burden shortly before the close 
of play on day one, with Beds handily placed 
on 196-4. 

The weather deprived them of the oppor¬ 
tunity to build on this, however, and a wet 
outfield meant no play was possible before 
lunch on day three. 

When the cricket finally resumed, 
Bedfordshire captain Andy Reynoldson 
clobbered a brisk 55 not out before his side 
declared on 241-4 and the two teams agreed 
to forfeit an innings each. 

This gave Buckinghamshire a realistic 
target with 61 overs left, but it appeared 
Beds would be the ones celebrating as two 
wickets from Dean Bryce put the visitors in

deep trouble. But a magnificent partnership 
of 144 for the fourth wicket between Gumbs 
and Dan Hampton threatened to swing the 
match in Buckinghamshire’s favour. 

However, off the very next ball after 
completing his century, Gumbs was bowled 
by Colin Griggs and this prompted a 
mid-order collapse that saw Robin 
Pritchard and Russell quickly follow. 

Matthew Ranee then became the fourth 
victim of Griggs, who took 4-63 from his 23 
overs, and Bedfordshire were scenting 
victory again with Bucks now 183-7. 

But Hampton dug in with an unbeaten 60 
as he and George Humphries successfully 
batted out the final seven overs to salvage 
the draw for their side. 

Bedfordshire’s next game in the Eastern 
Division will see them make the long trip to 
Northumberland, with the match getting 
under way on Sunday, July 3.

THE Brexit vote will not impact plans for 
Luton Town's new stadium, chief executive 
Gary Sweet has insisted as the club prepare 
to submit an outline application to the 
council on Thursday. 

It is the next step after a much-praised 
eight-day public exhibition wowed almost 
4,000 people last month, unveiling the scope 
of the club’s ambitions for a new home at 
Power Court and the facilitating mixed-use 
Newlands Park scheme at the Ml junction 
10 . 

The submission of their plans will follow 
six days after markets were plunged into 
turmoil and fears for the UK’s economy grew 
in the wake of Friday’s referendum result to 
end Britain’s membership of the European 
Union after 41 years. But speaking hours 
after the historic vote was confirmed - as the 
Hatters revealed three new Puma kits and 
an initial two-year shirt sponsorship deal 
with SsangYong Motor UK - Sweet said: “We 
don’t believe it has any impact at all on the 
planning application. 

“The thing is, nobody really knows what 
impact that’s going to have. Here we are and 
we’re still going to be buying IKEA furniture 
from Sweden and we’ll still be travelling on 
easyjet to foreign countries. 

“There is a lot of excited reaction from it 
and I’m not going to profess to being any 
economist at all in this, but from our point of 
view, a period of time, to calm the stutter 
that we’re going to see in the markets, will 
help us in order to make sure that we get the 
right tenants in the offices and retail outlets 


and make sure that we get the right invest¬ 
ments coming in on those properties. 

“Fortunately we don’t have to do that this 
month or this weekend. We’ve got a little bit 
of time to do that. Generally, you don’t sign 
up to those agreements until your planning 
application has been approved anyway. 

“We’ve started to have those sorts of 
conversations so we know the sort of people 
that are interested. There are businesses 
today [Friday], I noticed on the stock market, 
whose share prices increased, so it’s not all 
doom and gloom for everybody out there 
and I’m just hoping that a few of the people 
that are intending to move in on our site 
have had a positive day too.” 

Sweet hopes people will be ‘suitably 
impressed’ by the amount of work to resolve 
some ‘complex issues’ and make it possible 
for the club to submit their outline applica¬ 
tion - but he admitted that it’s still early days 
in the process, which the club hopes will see 
a first game in their new home by 2020. 

The Hatters chief said: “Once it goes in, we 
turn a corner. It doesn’t stop there, we carry 
on and we work with the planning officers to 
make sure that everything is understood 
and that any of their queries or their 
questions are also considered. 

“It’s an ongoing continuous process and 
hopefully we’ll know [the outcome] at the 
end of the year and by the beginning of next 
and then that’s a completely different era for 
Luton Town Football Club, we hope.” 

Friday also saw Brighton’s England Under- 
21 goalkeeper Christian Walton sign on a 
season-long loan - Town’s fourth summer 
capture - with manager Nathan Jones 
revealing to Luton on Sunday that he wants 
to add two more signings before the 
campaign starts.
